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Commissioner for Pat nts 

1. The amendment filed on 7/28/03 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a 
non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 82 1.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because 
they are drawn to method claims which were restricted away from the product claims in the parent apphcation. The method claims 
were cancelled herein prior to the beginning of prosecution, so no restriction requirement was set forth in this application. Since 
applicant has received an action on the merits for tlic originally presented invention, this invention has been constructively elected by 
original presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 1 and 20 arc withdrawn from consideration as being directed 
to a non-elected invention. Sec 37 CFR 1. 142(b) and MPEP § 821.03.. 

2. Furtlicrmore, it is noted that the amendment filed 7/28/03 is a non-compliant amendment as it amends (and attempts to 
reinstate) previously cancelled claim 1. A claim canceled by amendment (deleted in its entirety) may be reinstated only by a 
subsequent amendment presenting the claim as a new claim with a new claim number (37 CFR Rule 1 . 121(c))..
